As a minor point, we have followed a rule of thumb in our computer rooms 
and other technical areas that the neutral shouldn't show more than a 
volt above ground under normal load, at frequencies below 100 kHz. 


In a few cases where we did find higher neutral-to-ground voltages, 
fixing corroded joints, tightening screws, and other typical mechanical 
fixes cured the problem - and at the same time, the frequency of 
"flakey system crashes" was reduced significantly. 


I recall that there is one exception to the rule that neutral is tied 
to the grounding conductor only at the service entrance, and that is at 
the secondary of a permanently-installed isolation transformer. The 
primary is connected to the mains hot(s) and neutral, the frame is 
connected to the safety ground - or a better ground, if available. The 
secondary starts the grounding over again with neutral and ground tied 
together again. In residential service, of course, such isolaters are 
rare - but not unknown.

-I realize that they will probably shoot you if you start transmitting or

-let you on the plane with it in carry on luggage. 


I have never had any problem with this. They will ask you to turn it on 
to prove it is a radio; I always just tune it to the local NOAA weather 
freq before entering the terminal, but probably just opening the squelch 
will be enough. I usually just pass it to the guard along with my keys 
and spare change. Just make sure you have a charged battery on the HT. 


One security guard asked me to demo a portable packet station, but since 
he was also asking for the times and locations of local VE sessions, I 
guess the interest wasn't security related :-) 


As for using it on the plane, if the stewardess won't shoot you, 
rec.radio.amateur.misc readers will !!! 


-Also, can you transmit from within an airline terminal, or is there a 
-chance that you will be causing harmful interference to anyone? Also, 
-will they let you do it? Any replies will be appreciated. 


I have operated from within the terminal without any problem, however 

I did set off one of those walk-thru metal detectors once. Moving ten 
feet away solved that problem. I would recommend using an earphone to 
avoid disturbing anyone (and hopefully you can plug it into the armrest 
on the plane and spare your ears from the torture of the plastic 
pneumatic 'phones).

This raises an interesting point (at least for me). The question is 
whether a citizen has police powers. 


First of all, it should be pointed out that the existance of police 

forces are a relatively recent phenomenon. During the founding of the 

US, problems were dealt with by the militia (defined as being all males 
between 18 and 45). When there was a problem (criminal or otherwise), 
ordinary citizens would be gathered to combat the problem. I believe 

that early police forces were unarmed people whose purpose was to keep 

and eye out for trouble and to gather help from the armed citizenry should 
the need arise. Over the years, the powers and privileges of the police 
has grown while the rights of the citizenry has been slowly stripped away. 


There is also the concept of citizen's arrest (which exists to this day). 


The difference between citizen's arrest and a police arrest is that the 
police is not responsible for their actions while a citizen is. [This is 
NOT a comfortable feeling for me since this allows the police the license 
to play Rambo. Note the recent court decision in NJ which allows the 
police to kill citizens with impunity when in pursuit of a criminal. ] 


Furthermore, court precedents have clearly shown that the police is NOT 
required to render assistance when the citizenry needs it. In other words, 
the police is not required to do anything when 911 is called. Thus, there 
is a need for ordinary citizens to have the means to protect themselves from 
criminal elements. 


Thus, on a theoretical level and for hazardous circumstances (e.g. rape, 
murder, etc.) it is important for citizens to have the ability and the 
right to act as police. 


With respect to something as trivial as a bootlegger, I would have to agree 
that it would be far better to leave it to those who we designate to handle 
the problem in our name. [Note that I am not saying that we do not have the 
power or the right to do something but that we have allowed another party the 
privilege to do it for us.] The liability problems of being wrong is 
significant. [see my third paragraph] and is probably more trouble than it 

is worth.
